The Danger to a College Student 


in Secular 


HAT intellectual education. 

matter to what degree it may be 
carried, will make a young man neith- 
er religious nor moral is brought home 
to us day after day. A few days ago 
a college student wrote to Dr. Cad- 
man for direction. He declared: “I was 
brought up in an orthodox Christian 
home, accepted what I was taught, 
and tried to live accordingly. But at 
college everything has gone to pieces. 
Christ is no longer divine, but a man 
—the most perfect man—but still only 
a man. I have ceased to think about 
future rewards and punishments, and 
believe instead that I should try to 
make the present world better. I still 
believe in God. May I still regard 
myself as a Christian?” 

A couple of months ago the senior 
students of Columbia University were 
asked to declare themselves in answer 
to a questiognaire whether they be- 
lieved that the present moral code was 
antiquated. Shocking as it may seem 
the majority of them answered in the 
affirmative, and thought the old code 
should be discarded. A minister of a 
New York church asked if it be pos- 
sible that a thinking person should 
hold to such views. “Perhaps,” he 
said, “they have been reared in places 
where the Gospel! has not been preach- 
ed.” 

In the first example presented |! 
called your attention to an instance 
where the young man claims he had 
a very good early training in a Chris 
tian home, but that the higher educa- 
tion he was receiving, in its particular 
environment and setting, was pulling 
up the early training by the roots. In 
the other example the minister blames 
the low moral standards of the stu- 
dents of Columbia on a lack of early 


no 


training 

But in either case it does not seem 
safe to act on the theory that the 
moral side of man is lifted up anda 


developed as a matter of course with 
the development of his intellectual 
side. The minister asks if it 
sible that a “thinking person” 
entertain such views as were expres- 
sed by the college students of Colum- 
bia. But does the average person pur- 
suing higher education do much bal- 
anced thinking?’ He follows a course 
outlined for him, and knows that hi: 
college degree will depend on h-s 
cramming his head with 
figures gieaned from his textbooks, 01 
from the class room lectures to which 
he listens. He needs a certain number 
of credits to be passed higher and 
that is his interest. If his professors 
are loose thinkers, or if they have 
been educated lopsidedly, in so far as 
they never had built up conclusions 
from fundamental! religious premises 
they may educate him away from his 
early training. If his college chums 
came to the institution as spiritual 
illiterates, as most of them do, and 
away from parental restraint find it 
easier to walk down rather than up 
hill, we can quite well understand that 
neither faith nor morals will be bene- 
fited by such college life. 

We must have the right kind 
foundation even for correct thinking, 
and while the faculty is. imbedded in

Many State Universities are circum- ' 
venting legal statutes requiring them 
to admit all graduates of accredited 
high school by “advising” some stu- 
dents not to attend college and shunt- 
ing others off from cultural and scien- 
tific courses into studies in the manual! 
arts, he said. 


“The period before 1875 was the 
Golden Age in American education,’ 
Dean McConn said. “During that era 
economic conditions were such that 
many positions were availab'e without 
a college education. The only people 
who attended colle in those days 
were natural students who loved 
learning for its own sake. 

“By 1875 the rise of modern indus. 
try made training necessary. Students 
were stimulated to go to college for 
ulterior motives. In order to stem the 
barbarian invasion the better colleges | 
set up systems of selection.” 

“The most effective method of col-| 
lege admissions is the system of selec- 
tive certification.” he said. “This 
means that a student can enter college 
on a certificate from high school if he 
is in the first half or first third, or 
any fraction that any particular insti- 
tution may care to select, of his class. 
Thus a college can be as libera! or as 
exclusive as it desires.”

HE Christian takes his stand on di- 
vine revelation and rises at once 
above the low and unhealthy miasmas 
of earth to a higher levél. He con- 
fesses with glad and vivid faith that 
there is one God, morally perfect, 
whose holy and irresistible will is 
known or is knowable to man; that He 
has set this world in order and har- 
mony, which sin alone could and did 
disturb; that He made man for eternal 
happiness, and after man’s long and 
perverse obstinacy restored him to his 
original holy destiny by a unique dis- 
pensation, even His own sojourn on 
earth in the fullness of human nature 
and human experience, and His over- 
throw of the spirit and reign of evil 
by His sublime death and glorious 
resurrection.

(Bishop Luers’ Appeal for the Orphans—Christmas Pastoral) 


Those who imagine that they have no obligation to 
contribute toward the orphan asylum, be they married 
or single, because they have no children, only show an 
extreme ignorance of their religious obligations. The 
commandment says “Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 
self” (Matth. 22, 80). Is it loving your neighbor to do 
nothing for him when in need? Those who speak thus 
are animated by an entirely irreligious spirit, because if 
they only want to assist, when they have children to send 
to it, they show that they first want to entail a burden 
upon the institution before they do anything. If all 
thought as they, an asylum could never be erected. Our 
Savior characterizes such views as downright heathenish. 
If you only love those, He says, that love you, what better 
are you than the heathens, for they do the same? (Math. 
v, 46). We need an asylum without delay, the more so on 
account of the cholera, of which we find approaching 
signs everywhere. Should this fearful scourge of God 
visit our diocese, it will throw so many orphans upon our 
hands that I hardly know what we would do with them. 
Therefore, compelled by the necessity of the times, the 
asylum must be opened as soon as possible. To build cne, 
even when the means could be found, since the season is 
already so far advanced, would require an entirely too 
long a time. 


It is hard for the father and mother of a family who 
tenderly love their own, to go out of this world and say 
to their dear little ones: “Poor children! we must part, 
we leave you to your hard fate, we consign you to the 
mercy of a cold, unfeeling world. Bodily perhaps you may 
be provided for, but who will take care of. the all-impor- 
tant affairs of your souls, the one only thing really nec- 
essary?” (Luc. 10, 42). Oh! such a parting is heart-rend- 
ing. But when parents know that for their children a 
proper provision has been made in this respect, they can 
depart in peace. 

Into the asylum, as already stated in a previous pas- 
toral, all orphans will be admitted without distinction of 
creed as much as circumstances will permit; the pastors 
or collectors can therefore also call without hesitation 
upon all for aid. 

I expect that every Catholic, however limited his 
means may be, will contribute at least $5.00, and those in 
better circumstances more. In two or three days at most, 
this sum can be earned, and who is uhwilling to give that 
much of his time to secure the orphans a home, and to 
the diocese a noble institution? Those, who have been 
bleased with means and wealth, will, as a matter of 
course, give also really respectable sums. “Charge the 
rich of this world,” says St. Paul to Timothy (Bishop of 
the Church), “not to be highminded, nor so trust in un- 
certain riches, but in the living God, (Who giveth us all 
things abundantly to enjoy).” “To do good, to become 
rich in good works, to give freely, to communicate, to lay 
up for themselves a good foundation for the time to come, 
that they may lay hold on eternal KNfe.” 
The collectors appointed are Rev. Messrs. Cooney, Stein- 
er, Walters and Mayer. 

All pastors are earnestly solicited to assist these 
Reverend gentlemen in their arduous mission, to the best 
of their ability, and accompany them when and wherever 
possible. ‘ 

The collecting shall be commenced at once, and it is 
expected that all will have their contributions ready for 
them, especially where the amount contributed does not 
exceed the first mentioned sum. Each Pastor will invite 
any one of the collectors without delay, and indicate the 
most suitable time for him to commence. The collectors 
can in like manner arrange the time of collection and the 
congregations among themselves as they see fit. 

This Pastoral Letter shall be read in al! the churches 
and stations of the diocese as soon as it shall have been 
received, and circumstances will permit. 

A list of all the donors and the amount contributed 
by each will be published after the collection shall have 
been taken up, and a copy will be preserved in the asylum
